Educator, Will Supplant Print. 


POEMS IN THE BARD’S VOICE. 


Shakspeares of the Future to Speak 
Directly to Posterity. 


Summer girls and their temporary or 
permanent affinities will sit in hammocks 
while companionable talking machines de- 
liver effusions of love from popular novels, 
when the prophesy of Prof. H. Marion of the 
United States naval academy at Annapolis is 
fulfilled. 

Prof. Marion told a score of Chicago uni- 
versity professors and ambitious language 
students In Cobb hall yesterday that it would 
not be long before printed books would be 
classed with “ wall sweep” clocks, and 
that libraries would be made up of talking 
machine disks. 

| Almost a Printless Age, 

Prof. Marion is an advocate, with Profs. 
Scripture of Yale, Cusachs of Annapolis, and 
de, Sumichrast of Harvard, of the advanced 

talking machine ” méthod of teaching the 
languages. It was yesterday, at Cobb hall, 
during a.demonstration of this method, 
which has been successfully tested at the 
naval academy, that the speaker outlined 
the larger scope of the invention. 

‘In time,’’ he declared, ‘‘ these disks will 
take the place of text books. Paper backed 
novels will disappear, and instead of read- 
ing printed books the litterateur will only 
have to put a disk in his talking machine 
and have the novel read to him in the living 
voice of its creator. 

“Imagine what it would mean to us now 
could we hear Shakspeare’s voice reading 

‘Hamlet’ to us, or could hear the voice of 
| Hugo reciting chapters from ‘ Les Miser- 
ables. 

_ Maehine the Greatest Teacher. 

But Prof. Marion was not speaking to con- 
vince his hearers of the value of the new 
‘talking machine for fiction readers so much 

as for the students of language. He declared 
that the new pedagogical method of teaching 
the languages overcame the necessity of 
linguists wasting valuable time in esas td 
pronunciation. 

“ By the use of the talking machine it has 
been shown,” he urged, “that the pronun- 
ciation of foreign words can ‘be taught in 
a short time with an esctracy unequaled 
by any other method. We have disks here 
on which are tessons in French spoken by 
Prof. de Sumichrast of Harvard apd in 
Spanish by Prof. Cusachs of Annapolis. 
When a student mispronounces a word it is 
only necessary to refer him toa certain disk. 

** Bach student will own his own taiking 
machine. He will go to his room, place the 
disk in the machine, and listen to the correct 
pronunciation of the word.”’ 

Prof. Marion predicted it would not belong 
before cireulgting libraries of records’ 
would be established. 

Prof. Marion urged the value of the talking 
machines for the teaching of English in the 
island possessions.

PANIC ON VESUVIUS. 


Column of Lave Bursts Through 
Side of Historic Volcano. 


PEOPLE FLEE IN TERROR.

Molten Flood, Thrown 700 Feet in Air, 
. Pours Down the Mountain Side. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 
NAPLES, Aug. 26.—An. immense column 
of lava burst through the side of Vesuvius 
at noon today, 1,000 feet below the central 
A stream of clear lava, 15 feet in diameter, 
is being thrown 700 feet ipto theair, The 
overflowing lava ran down the mountain side, 
a molten stream, fifteen feet broad. Uptoll 
o'clock tonight the fiery flood had traversed 
a distance of nearly 3,000 feet. 

Today's eruption was predicted several 
days ago by Prof. Krull of Munich, who has 
been here studying the volcano for several 
weeks. The syperstitious natives declare 
Prof. Krull has an “ evil eye,"’ and are de- 
manding his expulsion from Naples. 

Comes Without Warning. 

The eruption came without the usual rum- 
bling of earthquake, detonation, or rain of 
ashés. A great mouth opened suddenly in 


the side of the volcano and the lava was / 


projected air. The spectacle, which 
could plainiy be seen from Naples, wae a 
magnificent one.

Portland, Me., Aug. 27, 1a. m.—[Special.}—

Rear Admiral Barker's squadron of battle- 
ships and destroyers tried in the two hours 
before midnight to silence the forts, to 
countermine the harbor, and to land troops, 
all as a part of the war game now in progress 
off this coast. All three attempts failed 
and two warships surrendered. 

The attack began at 10 o'clock, when two 
cruisers entered the harbor to countermine.

The Fort Levett bat- 
teries replied, and four shots were fired from 
the Fort Preble mortars.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 26.—[Special.)— 
Postmaster General Payne today empha- 
sized his determination to go to the bottom 
of the postal frauds and denied there was 
any tntention on his part to suppress Assist- 
ant Postmaster General Brietow's report. 
Rumors have been current among politicians 
who fear the effect of the publication of all 
the facts regarding the investigation and 
have endeavored to suppress Bristow’s re- 
port. In discussing this subject. today the 
postmaster genera! said: 

“The investigation is to be made as 
complete as it is poseible to make it, anda 
report will be made to President Roosevelt. 
That report will doubtless be accompanied 
by Mr. Bristow’s report. It seeme-useless 
to make thig statement again, as has been 
made several times before. But thet course 
will be pursved.”’ 

When Mr. Bristow’s report is completed it 
wil be forwarded to President Roosevelt, 
accompanied by @ report from Postmaster 
General Payne. President Roosevelt hae al- 
ready announced that when the report 
reaches him it will be made public. | 


Representative Overstreet of Indiana, who 
was the leader in the gold standard legisia- 
tion of 1900, is in favor of additional finan- 
cial legislation, but declares it is not posi- 
tively necessary to Insure the continued 
prosperity of the country.

Danville, Aug. 26.—[Specjal.]—Sheriff 
Whitlock today told for the time of 
being shot during the attack on the county 
jail by the mob which sought to lynch the 
negro prisoners July 25.. The story came out 
during his testimony against eight men who 
are on trial for taking part inthe attack. . 

The bullet, the sheriff said, struck Just over 
hie heart. Jt wae a glancing shot and was 
prevented from piercing the flesh by his 
shirt, which was wet with perspiration and

| epot. He said the bullet made a big bruise, 
which caused him to be sick foratime. He 
was also struck on the chest and shoulder by 

The jury to try the rioters was secured late 
this afternoon. All the day was taken up in 
finding four men to complete it, and nearly 
every Yenireman called pleaded that he had 
already formed an opinion on the case. The 
four men finally selected were J. C. Randall, 
W. J. O’Lehy, Isiah Thompson, and Con 
Leverich. 

The witnesses placed on the stand by the 
state before the adjournment were mostly 
those who testified during the trial of Wink- 
field Baker.

Deputy Van Vickle testified that Slade 
shouted to the prisoners at the upper win- 
dows of the jail that they would soon re- 
leased, as the mob intended to blow up the 
jail with dynamite.

Taking Ad- ployés on duty in the In- 
vantage of dian territory have been re- 
the Indians. moved for dealing in leases 
in Indian lands which were 
greatly to the disadvantage of the lessors. 
It‘fs alleged that some members of the Dawes 
commission have been engaged in a business 
improper for men in their position and 
that their acts are to be investigated. It 
would not be surprising if it were to turn out 
that there ts much truth in these allegations. 
Dealings with Indians, as Indian agents or in 
some other capacity, have been fata] to the 
integrity of countless officials since the foun- 
dation of the government. Men who would 
have been honest under almost any other cir- 
cumstances have been unable to resist 
temptation when brought into contact with 
the red man. He has almost invariably been 
considered fair game. There is no reason to 
believe that all government officials are more 
regardful of the interests of the Indians 
they have to deal with than most officials 
have been in the past. Itis alleged that land 
companies in which men whoare or were in 
the public service are interested have options 
on the best Creek lands, which would be 
chéap at $25 an acre, at from $2.60 to $7 an 
acte. Thus are the Indians plundered with 
thé connivance of the men who should pro- 
tect them. There certainly should be a 
thorough investigation, and all dealings with 
lands in which advantage has been taken of 
thé ignorance of the Indians set aside. 


THE OBSTINATE AUTOMOBILISTS. 

A number of owners of automobiles 
have united in bringing suit against the city 
to restrain it from enforcing the automobile 
ordinances. The complainants allege that 
the ordinances impose unreasonable bur- 
dens upon them. They say that their ma- 
chines are not dangerous, and can be op- 
erated by a child with safety, all of which 
no judge will swallow. 

The reluctance of automobilists to submit 
to regulations which misconduct of some of 
their number has made necessary is more 
observable in this country than in Buglaud, 
and more noticeable there than on the con- 
tinent. The people of continental Europe 
have been trained to obey the rules of con- 
duct laid down by the authorities. Ameri- 
cans appear to have an invincible objection 
to any supervision of their acts. The most | 
useful police regulations often are offensive 
to them. ‘They do not like to be told what 
they shall or shall not do. When it is for- 
bidden-to hitch a horse to a lamp post mauy 
an American feels that his rights are in- 
vaded. 

The French regulations concerning auto- 
mobiles are much more rigid than any which 
have beén put in force in this country, but 
Frenchmen submit to them uncomplaiuing- 
ly. Perhaps they no more like to have 
numbers on their machines than Chicagoans 
do, but they make no fuss about it. There 
is a good deal to be said in favor of the 
spirit of quiet acquiescence in regulatious 
which check individual freedom for the pub- 
lie good. It is a pity that Americans do 
not have more of it. : 

The Chicago automobilists will accom- 
plish nothing by their suit. The owners of 
the little locomotives which go dashing up 
and down the streets caunot convince the 
courts that their machines are as harmless 
as lambs at play and that “a little child 
shall dead them.” The machines are dan- 
gerous when used for pleasure purposes, be- 
cause their owuers are tempted to go too 
fast, Regulations such as the state and the 
city have laid down are burdensome only to 
those who but for them would be a menace 
to all who usethe public streets and roads. 


MAYOR JOHNSON WINS. 
“Mayor Tom L. Johnson was nominated 
yesterday by acclamation as the democratic 
candidate for governor of@hio. The pleas- 
ing unanimity of the delegates was chiefly 
due tothe throwing out of many delegations, 
some of them fairly elected, which had been 
chosen by the friends of Zimmerman, John- 
son's competitor. The mayor left nothing 
undone to secure unanimity in the conven- 
tion, and he got it. He also got complete 
control of the machinery of the party. 

If the nominee could throw out voters as 
he threw out delegates he would be sure of 
election, but the methods which worked so 
well in one case cannot be used in the other. 
Last year Mayor Johnson's candidate for 
secretary of state, in whose behalf he made 

‘ his automobile campaign, was defeated by 
‘a plurality of 90,464 votes. Mayor Johnson, 
who is a sanguine man, may think that he 
‘ean cut down the plorality. To do that he

THE GREATER OFFENDER. 

Col. Stuart of the Second regiment, 
N. G., says that “ men have frequently been 
discharged by business houses for belonging 
to the National guard.” There is reason to 
believe that other houses, while not going so 
far as that, have intimated to men in their 
employ that militia service was not ad- 
visable, because it might take up their time 
when their employers needed them. 

Illinois is not the only state in which busi- 
ness men have antagonized the organized 
militia. Some of the Evansville militiamen 
who defended the jai] when it was attacked 
by a mob and aided in saving the city and 
state from disgrace have been discharged 
by their employers. How little intelligence 
or patriotism the Evansville employers must 
have who, after such a vivid illustration of 
the value of the National guard, dismissed 
employés who belonged to it. 

Business men who act after this fashion 
are more blameworthy than labor unions 
which adopt rules forbidding their members 
to enlist in the organized militia. Theaver- 
age business man is quite sure that he is 
better informed about matters in general 
than the average member ofa union. If he 
is he must have a better understanding of 
the reasons why the National guard has 
been established, and must be aware of the 
wrong he is doing when he pursues a course 


an exclusive claim on the time of the men in 
his employ. He does not wish to divide his 
rights with society and the state. He does 
not want in his employ a man who has to 
spend a week in the year in camp, and who 
is liable to be called out any moment to put 
down a riot in his own city or some neigh- 
boring city. That fraction of the em- 
ployé’s time which the state takes costs 
the employer a few dollars, and may put 
him to some slight inconvenience. That 
seems outrageous to him. He wishes the 
peace kept but does not wish to contribut 
towards keeping it. 

Some business men are more than willing 
that men in their employ should serve in 
the militia not merely because it is so useful 
in times of emergency but because that 
service makes the employé a better worker. 
In the school of the soldier he learns to be 
alert and obedient. The drill he goes. 
through is excellent exercise and gives him 
physical strength. , 

The labor union which antagonizes the 
National guard is censurable, but the em- 
ployer who dots so is far more censurable. 
No excuses can be-made forhim. No plea 4 
of ignorance can be put forward in his be- 
half. He deliberately sins against the right 
in order to save, as he believes, a few dollars.

have achance. It isa defect ig Mr. Baker’s 
otherwise admirable article that he says 
nothing about the Chicago poéls that have 
disappeared under the influené of this in- 
evitable personal jealousy and ¥ompetition. 

As long as there is more than ohe capital- 
ist in the same field, jealousy and-tompeti- 
tion will survive. Independent capitalists 
cannot but be rivals. The hour 0. danger 
in Chicago will come not when indepéRdent 
capitalists attempt to work togethertnder 
gentlemen’s agreements but when gentle- 
men’s agreements give way to aetual amal- 
gamation. Then, and not till then)jill the 
problem of monopoly present itself3to us 
with all its fangs and tentacles. gfhe pool is 
only a transition stage. 

Further, there is a certain thitg called 
class consciousness which will forevewtend 
to prevent a continuing conspiracy betwee 
the capitalists and the workingme iny 
given industry. The business agénts of the 
unions may be able for a Gime to cut the 
melon affably with the secretaries of the 
employers’ associations. The Pank aud file 
will ultimately assert their prejyudites. They ( 
are taught by their leaders to d them- 
selves as a class, a working class. They are 
eternally conscious of their separation ffe 
their employers. In their conversation, in 
their speeches, in their newspapers, class 
consciousness is a ubiquitous ingredien 
long as this is so, an alliance between 
ployer and employé will be difficult. 

Do not forget, therefore, in reading Mr. 
Baker's article to add to it a few mental! 
paragraphs on the mutual jealousy of cap!- 
talists and the loyalty of workingmen to 
their own cause.

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ORD LYVEDEN’S name is signed to a 
circular that has been scattered broad- 
cast through the country, more par- 
ticularly among the affluent classes, in- 
viting them to join him ina cruise to 

the orient on one of the large transatlantic 
liners. This liner a steamship company is 
fitting out especially for the purpose, the trip 
being organized according to Lord Lyveden 
connection with the parliamentary visit 
to Canada arranged by Mr. Blank, member 
of parliament in the house of commons, and 
by me in the house of lords.” 

Lord Lyveden is a peer who has had a 
more varied career than any other member 
of the British legislature.. He has been in 
turn an enlisted soldier in the Royal artil- 
lery, an actor at the Haymarket theater 
in London, a waiter in the Bowery of New 
York, a cabin steward on the American liner 
City of Paris, and also upon the royal mail 
steamship Nile, sailing to Braz; a market 
gardener, a hackman at Charlotte, N.C.j a 
part owner in a small fishing boat at Charles- 
ton, and heaven only knows what all besides. 
I may add that he has also worked in the 
composing room of a newspaper, has been a 
captain of militia, and gives, in “ Who Is 
Who,” his profession as that of “ purser in 
the mercantile marirne.”’ 


He secured his discharge from the bank- 
ruptcy court last spring, this enabling him 
to take possession of his seat in the house of 
lords. He is married, and has two children, 
a little boy and a girl. 

The present patronymic of the family is 
Vernon. Formerly it was Smith. About 
sixty years ago the first Lord Lyveden se- 
cured permission from the crown to change 
his name from Smith to Vernon on the 
strength of the fact that his mother had been 
a member of the Vernon family. 

Smith is a respectable name, and I cannot 
for the life of me understand why from the 
moment that an English Smith acquires a 
title he should immediately proceed to 
abandon so essentially British a name for 
some. more patrician sounding patronymic. 
Some day in these columns I will give a list 
of all the Smiths, the Browns, and the Rob- 
insons in the house of lords—that is to say, 
of the renegade Smiths, Browns, and Robin- 
sons. There are scores of them, indeed, con- 
siderably over a hundred, beginning with the 
duke of Northumberland. 


One of the reasons why the present Lord 
Lyveden is so badly off and compelled to 
work for a living is because his uncle and 
predecessor left at his death everything that 
he possibly could to his young widow, who 
was about fifty years his junior. The late 
lord was considerably over 70 years of age 
when he married as his second wife the 
daughter of a pastry cook at Hastings, whom 
he took from behind her father’s counter to 
act as his dmanuensis before making her his 
wife. The disparity of years between this 
oddly matched couple was rendered still more 
marked by the fact that at the time of the 
marriage the old lord was so infirm that he 
a to be wheeled about everywhere in a 
chair. 


King Victor Emmanuel when he visits Paris 
in October will find on duty as his guard of 
honor what was formerly the Third regi- 
ment of zouaves, the standard of which was 
deoorated by his grandfather with the Sar- 
dinian medal for bravery in recognition of 
the brilliant services of the corps in his be- 
half at the battle of Palestro. In return the 
regiment enrolled the burly old king formally 
in its ranks as corporal, and at each roll call 
his name would be called out by the sergeant 
major, whereupon another of the noncommis- 
sioned officers would reply: “ Absent— 
Corporal Victor Emmanuel detached for spe- 
cial duty in Italy as king."’ This excuse was 
always considered as quite satisfactory, and 
the old king remainéd on the roster of the 
regiment as corporal until the day of his 
death in 1876. 


France, as befits a republic, is simplifying 
the uniform of her army and navy, and is 
eliminating therefrom much of that gaudy 
finery which was inaugurated by the first 
Napoleon and revived in 1852 on the acces- 
sion of his nephew, Napoleon III., to the 
throne. According to a decree just issucd 
bearing the signature of President Loubet, 
and also that of his ultra-radical minister 
of marine, the ex-journalist. Camille Pei- 
letan, the full dress uniforms of admirals. 
commodores, captains. and lieutenants are 
abolished, as a source of altogether unnec- 
essary expense. These full dress uniforms. 
in the case of the vice admirals, and even the 
tear. admirals, were simply covered with 
gold lace, and so rarely worn as to be com- 
‘paratively useless. The uniforms which 
henceforth are to be considered as full 
Gress are those which have done duty until 
now on ordinary ceremonious occasions at 
sea, and have much in common with those 
now worn by United States officers of the 
same rank on state occasions. 

Some curiosity prevails at Rome with re- 
gerd to the question as to whether the new 
pontiff will follow the custom of his prede- 
cessors by raising to the ranks of the no- 
bility the members of his family, investing 
them with the titles of count and countess. 
‘Che general belief is that he will do nothing 
of the kind, and that he will show himself 
in this respect as democratic and as unaf- 
fectedly sensible as in so many other par- 
ticulars since his accession to the throne. 

Piux X. has six sisters, three of whom, 
ciderly, unmarried women, kept house for 
him when he was patriarch at Venice. Their 
nemes are Maria, Rosina, and Anna Sarto, 
end at Venice they were accustomed not only 
to do the marketing but also the cooking for 
their brother. The three old women have 
now come, at their brother’s request, to 
Rome. where he has leased for them a smal] 
and modest apartment in the Borgo—that is 
to say, looking on to that narrow street 
which opens on to the square of St. Peter. 
and, while they can no longer keep house 
for him or live under the same roof, yet. 
at least they will be settle. within a stone's 
throw of him, and be able to visit him every 
day. Pius X. thoroughly appreciates that 
the title of countess would in no sense be 
appropriate to his three maiden sisters, who 
are simple minded peasant women who de- 
piore the elevation of their brother to the 
crair of St. Peter because it raises a bar- 
rier between him and themselves. 

King Edward's adoption of the facognito 
name of the duke of Lancaster during his 
stay at Marienbad serves to recall the fact 
that in the earlier portion of her reign his 
roaother, Queen Victoria. was wont to make 
use of the title of ‘‘. countess of Lancaster” 
when traveling abroad incognito, deeming 
the name particularly appropriate since she 
was, in her own right, duchess of Lancaster. 
She, however, abandoned the practice when 
the widowed countess of Cardigan, relict of 
the famous cavalry general who rode in the 
historic charge of the light brigade at Bala- 

‘lava, married en seconde noces a Portu- 
guese nobleman of the name of Count Lan- 
castre, whose name the countess immediate- 
ly assumed in conjufction with her own, 
styling herself “* countess of Cardigan and 
Lancastre.”’ This was too much like “ Lan- 
caster "’ to suit the queen, and so she adopted 


instead, which she retained when traveling 
abroad until her death. 

King Edward used always to style. himself 
**Lord Chester’’ when traveling incognito, 
and if he now makes use on such occasions 
as these of the title of duke of Lancaster it 
is to mark the fact that he has graduated 
from the position of an heir apparent into 
that of a full fledged sovereign.

TT is strange that an era of prosperity in |

which you will yawn through 
“Tris,” sit calmly through “A 
Modern Magdalene,” never quiver 
at ‘‘ The Resurrection,” and be un- 
touched by “ Everyman,” then it is time 
for you to get back to first principles. 

A cable train and a 30 cent theater ticket 
will get you there. The cable train will 
take you to one of the outlying theaters, 
and the 30 cents wil' put you ina comfortable 
seat downstairs. Sometimes it will require 
50 cents, but there is more for the money 
at the cheaper plays. , 

You .may go prepared to laugh, and you 
may be forced to laugh most of the time 
even if you go unprepared. But if you do 
not get one or two thrills of old fashioned 
emotion over the defeat of wickedness and 
the triumph of virtue it will be because 
you have steeled yourself hardheartedly 
end designedly against the approach of any 
such primitive feeling. 

Thirty cents will put you in the home of 
the elementary emotions. Thepost graduate 
emotions come higher. It will cost from 
$1.50 to $2 to see the misfortunes of a hero- 
ine whose past, present, and future are 
dubious, but whose susceptibilities are deli- 
cate. For 30 cents you get a heroine whose 
conduct will be faultless, who will be much 
persécuted, but who may eat peas with her 
knife. 

' Heroine number one is engaged in pro- 
tecting her standing in the community. 
Heroine number two is busy protecting her 
life. That is the difference between post 
graduate and elementary emotions. For 
80 cents you get the latter. 

It may be that the atmosphere of the the- 
ater has much to do with bringing the jaded 
emotion seeker to the realization of a few 
thrills as the character of the play and the 
manner in which it is given. The great 
majority of the audience is not there to 
scoff or ridicule. It is there to be moved 
to tears, to feel creeps up the back, and to 
laugh heartily and with enthusiasm. 

Possibly this is contagious. Possibly when 
you see the large, rotund mother of ten 
children, five of whom probably are with 
her, clutch at the back of the seat in 
front of her and gasp audibly as the heroine 
gets into an inextricable mess, you are in- 
fected with some of her emotion. 

But that isn’t the whole solution. The 
play appeals because it generally is a story 
which is built on the plain, primitive emo- 
tions of hate, love, and sympathy. These 
emotions lead the characters to try to kill 
and marry. It may be impolite, but it is a 
natural kind of drama, that hits a spot in 
the interior of the post-graduate spectator 
which. is there even if seldom touched. 

Frequently the acting is not bad. Fre- 
quently it could not be worse. As either 
it will amuse. If the comedy be of the slap- 
stick variety you will laugh, not because it 
is ludicrous, but because other people think 
it is. When the leading “ heavy” and the 
leading woman struggic over the brink of 
a precipice you may laugh again until you 
find that people about you are fairly shud- 
dering, and then your mirth gives way in 
deference to their more exalted feelings. 

It is at unexpected moments that the real 
pathos of the “ thriller’’ will stick out and 
become effective. The spectator will sud- 
denly get a glimpse of the action as the 
majority of his neighbors see it. The ele- 
rnentary: emotions will rid themselves of the 
incubus of faulty stage setting, indiffereat 
acting, and frequently blatant and hyster- 
ical wording, and then they are effective. 

Last week at the Columbus theater, one of 
the better class of outlying playhouses, one 
of these old fashioned melodra was put 
on. To describe this play is to ill ate the 
general character of such efforts. 

There is a street waif who has been shel-

The results of cooking are given in losses 
in boiling vegetables and the composition 
and digestibility of potatoes and eggs and 
their uses‘as food and experiments on losses 
in cooking meats. These pamphlets open 
our eyes to facts that are surprising con- 
cerning ordinary forms of waste and easy 
means of economy. Sugar as food, eggs and 
their uses as food, beans, peas, and other 
legumes, and more familiar foodstuffs are 
taken up in detail. 

For foodstuffs that are unfamiliar there 
is a bulletin on some Chinese food materials, 
and another on a food known to us largely 
from the stands on the street and generally 
served in paper bags is peanuts and their 
uses. Here we find the lowly peanut raised 
to a high place in point of value as a sus- 
tainer of life, and although we have at times 
welcomed the paper bag we have not learned 
its full possibilities until we have met it 
combined with the flavors of the “‘ hambone 
that am sweet ”’ in a delicious soup. 

Then there are many investigations ana 
experiments in dietaries going on in various 
states—some are studying the actual diet of 
people in different circumstances, some are 
finding just what some of our foreign pop- 
ulation lives upon, some are studying the 
foods of different races. These studies have 
been carried on in Chicago, New York, Ala- 
bama, and in several other places. In one 
of the lessons last week the fact was dwelt 
upo the blood is the delivery system 
for the body, carrying different materials to 
all parts and each cell makes its selection of 
material needed. This process of selection 
and use is called metabolism and is one of 
the most mysterious functions in nutrition. 

‘You can take a horse to water, but you 
cannot make him drink” should be changed 
in this instance to “‘ The blood can take food 
to the cells, but cannot make them use it’’; 
and it is here that the difficulty often lies. 
This process of final use of the food we eat 
is called metabolism. The government has 
issued several bulletins of careful study on 
this subject. They will be of interest, how- 
ever, only to the advanced student. 


Again, the adulteration of foods. has been 
carefully reported long before the much 
talked of borax boarding house of Prof. 
Wiley’s was established. There are tricks 
in all trades, and here one may learn of the 
tricks in coffee and tea, in butter, and in 
canned meats and vegetables. Congress can 
until doomsday and dealers will 
find some way to elude them until! their cus- 
tomers, the housekeepers, learn their decep- 
tions and know when they are cheated. 
Every housekeeper at some time in her 
career meets the lively waterbug and the 
fleet of foot centipede, the airy moth, and 
other forms of insect life, and unless she 
knows their habits and the manner of food 
that disagrees with them she_has-many 
days of annoyance. The bulletin on the best 
methods of dealing with these pests is useful. 
Truly, if the housekeepers will but read 
what Uncle Sam has written for them, house- 
keeping need be neither uninteresting nor mo- 
notonous, but the field of intelligent, inter- 
esting work. Is not this better than com- 
plaining ignorance? Uncle Sam thinks so 
and bids his daughters read, learn, and digest.

A local house reported yesterday the pur- 
chase of $250,000 securities for cash. The 
buying did not come from @n investor known 
to be a market observer. He, however, fig- 
ured the income which certain stocks would 
return, and, being satisfied with that, made 


the purchases. The securities taken were 
mostly railroad stocks. A few shares of in- 


dustrial preferred issues were included. On 
the total purchase the average net return is 
5% per cent. 


Were the Shorts Fooled? 


When William Rockefeller grows bullish 
again and doesn’t hesitate to make public 
announcement of his feelings there is some 
probability that the shorts will not so quick- 
ly and tumultuously run to cover as was the 
case in the last big rally. It is suspected 
that William Rockefeller did not represent 
his brother John D. in bringing about the 
bulge, but that fnasmuch as the whole 
Standard Oil influence was supposed to be 
back of him the result on the stock mar- 
ket was the same. Now it is coming to be 
believed that it was a kind of ‘‘ bobtail’”’ 
Standard Oil pool that scared the shorte 
with such disastrous results. 

There is no fault to be found from a mar- 
ket standpoint with William Rockefeller's 
coup. Deals of the kind are fair in mar- 
ket operations, and, besides, William Rocke- 
feller didn’t say the entire Standard Oil 
contingent was behind him. The bears vol- 
untarily supplied that theory and voluntarily 
acted upon it. Meantime the bull manipu- 
lators were large borrowers of money. 

Information reached Chicago from Wall 
street yesterday to the effect that the Stand- 
ard Oil interests as a whole were bearish 
for a long pull. Furthermore, it came from 
a good source that the steel business was 
falling off and that suspension of dividends 
on the common stock of the United States 
Steel corporation was not improbable. 


Getting Majority Lake Street Stock. 


The protective committee of the stock- 
holders of the Lake street elevated expects 
to have shortly a majority of the stock of 
the company deposited with the Federal 
Trust and Savings bank. The agreement 
under which the shares are deposited is re- 
garded as a fair one and makes no provision 
for raising money. It does empower the 
committee, however, or the rustees, to ne- 
gotiate for the receiving of money or se- 
curities in connection with any reorganiza- 
tion plan which the present management 
of the company may propose. As far as 
can be learned the plans of the protective 
committee do not involve quarreling with 
the present management, but it is hoped 
to facilitate the rehabilitation of the prop- 
erty. 

When the protective committee gets a con- 
trolling interest in the stock the situation 
will be presented of the present manage- 
ment, through Blair & Co., being able to un- 
derwrite any reorganization plan and the 
protective committee of the stockholders 
controlling the road. This offers a basis 
for barter, at least. 

It is understood that the stockholders rep- 
resented by the protective committee will 
not object to an assessment of $5.00 a share, 
though an assessment of $10 is not in favor. 
The latter amount has been talked of in 
connection with any plan which the securi- 
ties committee appointed at the last an- 
nual meeting would recommend. It seems 
to be the opinion of those who favor a $5.00 
assessment that anything above that amount 
should be distributed over a period of time.

CHICAGO LIVE STOCK MARKET.

The liberal indications of Tuesday were 
fairly realized in the receipts of live stock 
at the yards for Wednesday’s market, the 
figures standing 27,000 cattle, 32,000 hogs, 
and 30,000 sheep. The market for cattle 
ruled slightly lower, hogs slumped sharply, 
and sheep trade held close to steady, with 
a shade of strength displayed in some spots. 
The feature of the cattle trade that caused 
most comment around the yards was the 
sale early in the day of two bunches of 
1,330 to 1,515 pound steers at 6c. This is the 
first time steers have sold this high since 
early in February, and is in verification of 
the sentiment frequently expressed recently 
by cattle traders, that cattle would reach this

A rate war covering the United States is 
feared as the result of a heavy cut, effective 
this week. 

Efforts of competitors to induce the Grand 
Trunk to withdraw its $24 round trip rate 
from Chicago to New York proved unavail- 
ing. The company has notified its Chicago- . 
St. Paul connections that they may use the 
$24 rate to New York tomorrow as a basing 
rate in connection with the $8 round trip rate 
in effect between St. Paul and Chicago today. 

This makes a through rate of $32 from St. 
Paul and Minneapolis via the Niagara fron- 
tier to New York, as against the $25 rate to 
New York from 8t. Paul and Minneapolts, | 
via Montreal.
